In ¢he Goodrich family the domestic 
economy under the old politics was 
“Every autumn it was a 
matter of course that we had a fat ox 
or a fat cow- ready for slaughter.

advancing 5c at $9.30. General aver- 


age remained unchanged, due partly 
to quality. The top price a year 
yesterday at $10.25 was lowest 
October, 1927, and top two years ago 


at $13.40 was lowest in October, 1926. 


Many sharp changes in all branches — 
of the live stock market bewildered 
traders during the week. Cattle suffered ~ 
severely in the readjustment at the low- 
est level of the season. Lambs swung 
upward sharply, reaching the highest 
since last month, while hogs scored a 
mild comeback after a three day nate 
of 40@65c. 

Average Hog Prices Forced Down. 
The -second largest hog receipts sines 
last March at 162,700 forced the week’s 
general average price down to $9.15, the 
lowest since week ended April 14, 
against $9.70 a week ago, $9.70 a year 
ago, and $12.80 two years ago. Ship- 
ments from Chicago last week were fully 
10,000 below normal for this time of 
year. However, with quotations at an 
attractive level, local demand is the 
broadest in many months and no ad- 
ditional sharp declines are expected 
soon. Receipts so far this Month show 
an increase of 78,000 compared with a 
year while shipments decreased 
26,000. * pork loins are selling 
wholesale, 1@2c under a week ago, 4@7c 
under a month ago, and %@12c. “ander 
two months ago. 

Cattle receipts last week at 63,100 
were the second largest since November, 
1927, and carried the week’s general 
average price down 35c a $14.25, within 
1Ec of the lowest gifice the week ended 
June 23. Prices averaged only 25¢ above 
® year aga, Early last month cattle 
were averaging $4.00@4.25 above a year 


ago. The week’s top price stopped .at 


$17.35, paid for yearlings averaging 926 
abs, against a top of $18.00 the pre. 
ceeding week. 

Sheep Receipts Dwindle. 

Sheep recetipts are dwinling. rapidly, 
as predicted, the week's total at 81,800 
being the smallest .since the middie of 
August, with the supply from the range 
totaling only 98 cars, the smallest since 
the week ended July 7. Westerns the 
previous week totaled 281 cars and three 
weeks ago 372 cars. Supplies at seven 
points dropped off 206,000 during the 
last two weeks. Top native lambs soared 
to $14.00 at the close, against $13.35 
Monday. The week’s general average 
price held at $13.00, only 15¢ above the 
lowest of the season. 

Receipts for Monday are estimated at 
23,000 cattle, 35,000 hogs and 20,000 
sheep, against 26,352 cattle, 42,759 hogs, 
and 24,297 shéep, a week ago and 28,587 
cattle, 28,167 hogs, and 20,746 sheep, the 
corresponding day a year ago. Next 
week’s receipts are estimated at 67,000 
cattle, 150,000 hogs, and 65,900 sheep, 
against 66,223 cattle, 117,556 hogs, and 
62,424 sheep a year ago.
